Under  tbe  amend¬ 
ment  prohibiting  tbe  passage  of  ipeoial 
act a  granting  to  a nj  corporation  the 
right  to  la j  down  railroad  tracks,  or  con¬ 
ferring  anj  exclusive  privilege  or  fran¬ 
chise  whatever,  existing  corporations 
will  be  unable  to  practice  supplements 
conferring  powers  which  nisj,  in  some 
cases,  be  of  vital  importance.  Undoabt- 
edlj  a  general  act  meeting  this  difficulty 
will  be  proposed,  and  being  obviously 
proper,  will  no  doubt  be  passed.  Possi¬ 
bly,  also,  a  supplement  to  tbe  general 
corporation  act  passed  last  Winter  will 
be  found  to  be  necessary.  AU  laws  mast 
be  general  in  their  character,  ,'and  care 
should  be  taken  to  guard  against  any  in¬ 
vasion  of  this  principle  as  to  any  subject

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STATE  NEWS. 

On  8atnrday  afternoon,  Theodore 
Yanaaat,  of  Plainfield,  was  rnn  over  by 
a  train  on  the  Delaware.  Lackawanna 
and  Western  Railroad, at  Morristown, and 
instantly  killed.  His  wife  and  child 
were  on  the  train,  which  was  kuown  as 
Allen’s,  being  the  mail  line,  tbut  leaves 
Morristown  at  3}  P.  M.  The  train  had 
stopped  at  the  platform  when  Vansant 
got  off  sod  commenced  talking  with 
some  friends  while  tbe  traiu  backed  up¬ 
on  a  side  track.  When  it  came  down  to 
tbe  elation  again  it  did  not  stop,  as  he 
supposed  it  would,  and  in  attempting  to 
jump  on  he  fell  aud  was  croushed  to  death 
beneath  the  trucks.  The  mutilated  body 
wus  left  at  Morristown.  The  poor  wife 
was  almost  frantic  wheu  she  learned 
what  bad  befslleu  her  husband. 

About  25  burglaries  h^ve^been  com¬ 
mitted  in  tbe  vicinity  of  Keyport  during 
the  lsfct  three  mouths,  aud  the  thieve*, 
were  able  to  Indfle  all  pursuit.  Lust 
Saturday,  however,  officers  Walling  and 
Diabrow  became  suspicious  ot  a  party  of 
Germans  who  had  lately  moved  into  the 
neighborhood  from  Newark.  Procuring 
warrants,  the  officers  searched  the  house 
occupied  by  the  Germans,  finding  prop 
erty  valued  at  ahout  $600  that  bad  been 
stolen.  They  also  succeeded  in  arrest¬ 
ing  four  men.  one  of  whom,  named 
Brown,  has  already  acknowledged  his 
guilt.  These  men.  it  is  suppo^rd,  be¬ 
long  fo  a  gang  of  about  20  who  are  com¬ 
mitting  burglaries  in  Monmouth  county. 

Excavations  have  been  made  on  the 
Ropes  properly,  in  Orange,  near  the 
Watcbnng  Railroad,  for  the  purpose  of 
testing  tbe  capacity  of  the  Springs  as  a 
scarce  of  water  supply  for  the  city.

Sinking  or  a  Hcnsoit  River  Steam¬ 
boat. — Tbe  Sunnyside,  one  of  the  fiuest 
boats  on  the  Hudson,  met  with  a  disas¬ 
ter  on  Wednesday  last,  by  which  ten 
persons  were  drowned.  The  steamer, 
while  making  her  way  down  the  river, 
was  cut  into  by  the  ioe  at  2  in  the  morn¬ 
ing,  causing  the  water  to  enter  at  a  fear¬ 
ful  rate.  Tbe  boat  was  headed  for  the 
westward  shore,  within  200  feet  of  which 
she  struck  the  channel  bank  and,  sliding 
back  into  deeper  water,  began  at  -once 
to  settle.  Tbe  captain  succeeded  in  get¬ 
ting  the  passengers  aft,  as  tbe  boat  was 
sinking  bow  first.  Tbe  mate,  meantime, 
got  off  with  a  lifeboat  fillad  with  people. 
Wnen  twenty  feet  away  from  the  steam¬ 
er,  the  boat  was  capsized  by  a  floating 
mass  of  ice,  and  a  terrible  scene  ensued 
The  mate  swam  to  shore,  and  some  o 
the  passengers,  who  oould  swim,  got  book 
to  the  wrsok.  All  signals  for  assistance 
to  passing  vessels  seem  to  have  been 
either  misunderstood  or  not  heard.  From 
the  shore  there  were  many  attempts 
made  to  reach  the  steamer,  bat  only  one 
succeeded — a  yonng  man  named  Walter 
Dumont  heroically  coming  to  the  rescue 
in  a  small  boat,  in  which  he  carried 
twelve  persons  safely  ashore.  .The  kind¬ 
ness  of  the  neighboring  farmers  to  the 
sufferers  is  spoken  of  in  warm  terms  by 
tbe  Captaiu  and  others.
